New York, Nov. 10.—Three hundred i 


men and girls employed in several 
manufacturing concerns in a five story 
building on the Bowery were thrown 
into a panic by fire today 
but 
by 


prompt work on the part of firemen 
and volunteer rescuers all were taken 
out in safety. The building was prac- 
tically destroyed, surface cars on the 
bowery and 
Houston street 
were 


blocked for half an hour, and the up- 
town elevated trains for fifteen min- 
utes, at the heigbt of the 
morning 


rush. 


The fire starter! in the i-entral knit- 


ting mill en the second floor, prob- 
ably from defective insulation of elec- 
trical wires and within a few minutes 
the flames were sweeping up through 
the halls to the floors above. Nearly 
all the persons in the building were 
employed in a coal factory on the top 
floor and a moment after the smoke 
and flames poured up through 
the 


balls the fire escapes on the bowery 


side of the building -were choked by 
crowds of frenzied men and women, 
Stairways were impassable and the 
small fire escapes were taxed beyond 
their capacity. 


Before the firemen arrived 
the 


flames were shooting out of the front 
windows and making a biasing wall 
about those above the second floor. 


The position of the women oa the 


fire escapes was becoming more and 
more desperate every moment when 
long ladders which cleared the wall of 
flame below were raa up. Tnen, ua- 
tier the direction of firemen and vol- 
unteers the frightened ones were 
brought safely to the ground. Many 
women on the third floor who were 
out of reach of the ladders were taken 
across a narrow areaway to an adjoin- 
ing buildings on a living ladder form- 
ed by firemen. 


The upper part of the building was 


a sea of fire and before the flames 
were extinguished the building -was 
practically destroyed.
